For  the  third  consecutive 
year,  IKE  topped  all  of  the 
Atlantic  Fleet's  aircraft  carriers  to 
garner  yet  another  coveted  Battle 
Efficiency  Award. 

In  total,  IKE  was  awarded 
seven  Battle  E's.  Beside  being 
the  best  overall  aircraft  carrier  in 
the  fleet,  it  was  cited  for  out- 
standing professionalism  in 
Operations  (Green  E),  Engineer- 
ing (Red  E),  Weapons  (Black  E), 
Supply  (Blue  E),  Damage  Control 
(Red  DC),  and  Deck  Seamanship 
insignia. 

In  a  message  dispatched  to 
the  ship,  Vice  Admiral  Kilcline, 
Commander  Naval  Air  Force, 
U.S.  Atlantic  Fleet,  said:  My 
heartiest  congratulations.  Across 
the  board  your  performance  has 
been  superlative  and  is  duly 
recognized.  All  can  be  justifiably 
proud  of  their  contribution  to  the 
force's  readiness.  I  have  every 
expectation  that  your  perfor- 
mance in  1982  will  be  equally  as 
impressive.'' 


IKE'S  HISTORY 


Construction  of  USS  DWIGHT  D.  EISEN- 
HOWER (CVN-69),  the  third  nuclear  carrier  ever 
built,  was  authorized  by  Congress  in  Fiscal 
Year  1970.  Construction  continued  for  the  next 
five  years,  and  on  October  11,  1975,  IKE  was 
christened  and  launched  by  the  ship's  sponsor, 
the  late  Mrs.  Mamie  Eisenhower. 

Work  continued,  and  in  mid-April  1977  the 
precommissioning  crew  moved  aboard  ship. 
On  July  15,  1977,  IKE  was  officially  placed  "In 
Service"  and  was  recognized  as  a  sea-duty 
command,  and  later  that  month  went  on 
Builder's  Sea  Trials. 

On  October  18,  1977,  all  the  work  of  the 
precommissioning  crew  culminated  in  IKE's 
commissioning,  where-by  DWIGHT  D. 
EISENHOWER  officially  became  a  United 
States  Ship  and  achieved  special  status  in 
international  law  by  her  placement  into  active 
service  in  the  U.S.  Atlantic  Fleet. 

In  the  following  month  IKE  departed 
Norfolk  for  training  at  Guantanomo  Bay,  Cuba, 
and  after  the  Christmas  holidays,  traveled  to 
the  Roosevelt  Roads  operating  area. 

On  March  17,  1978,  IKE  proclaimed 
"United  States,  arriving",  and  President  Jimmy 
Carter  emerged  from  an  SH-3  helicopter  for  a 
tour  of  the  ship  and  to  view  a  Combined 
Weapons  Training  Exercise. 


After  a  three  month  post  shakedown 
availability,  IKE  went  back  to  Guantanamo 
Bay,  Cuba  and  Roosevelt  Roads  operating 
area  for  more  training.  In  January,  1979  IKE 
departed  Norfolk  for  her  first  extended 
cruise,  to  the  Mediterranean.  The  six  month 
cruise  saw  port  visits  to  Naples,  Athens, 
Haifa,  Venice.  Livorno,  and  Lisbon,  before 
returning  in  July,  1979. 

After  a  four  month  inport  period  for 
stand  down  and  repairs,  workups  began 
again  in  November,  1979.  November  also 
brought  the  news  that  IKE  had  won  the 
COMNAVAIRLANT  Battle  Efficiency  Award 
for  best  overall  carrier  in  the  Atlantic  Fleet, 
along  with  six  departmental  awards.  A 
month  later,  IKE  received  the  Admiral 
Flatley  Aviation  Safety  Award. 

January,  1980  brought  another  trip  to 
GITMO  and  February  and  March  saw  the 
continuation  of  Type  Training  in  the 
Roosevelt  Roads  operating  area  and  the 
announcement  that  IKE  would  deploy  in 
April  to  relieve  USS  NIMITZ  on  Gonzo 
Station  in  the  Arabian  Sea.  On  December 
22,  1980,  IKE  returned  home  from  a  record 
setting  Indian  Ocean  deployment  with  her 
second  consecutive  COMNAVAIRLANT 
Battle  Efficiency  Award  for  best  overall 
carrier  in  the  Atlantic  Fleet,  along  with 
another  six  departmental  awards. 

The  year  1981  found  USS  DWIGHT  D. 
EISENHOWER  moored  at  pier  12,  Naval 
Station,  Norfolk,  Virginia,  for  a  much 
needed  rest  for  the  ship  and  crew.  In  late 
January,  IKE  entered  Norfolk  Naval 
Shipyard,  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  for  work 
necessitated  by  the  1980  Indian  Ocean 
Deployment. 

IKE  departed  the  shipyard  for  sea  trials 
in  mid-May  and  finished  the  month 
undergoing  Fleet  Carrier  Qualifications. 
After  a  brief  in-port  stay,  IKE  once  again 
got  underway,  this  time  for  a  pleasant 
at-sea  period  which  included  many  fathers 
and  sons  of  IKE  crewmembers  who  were 
able  to  witness  Carrier  Qualifications  and 
other  operations.  IKE  finished  the  month  of 
June  involved  with  Refresher  Training  and 
TYT  I  &  II  in  the  Puerto  Rican  Operational 
Area. 

2  July,  1981  saw  IKE  sailing  into  the 
picturesque  Caribbean  port  of  St.  Thomas 
in  the  Virgin  Islands  for  a  much  appreciated 
port  call.  This  tiny  island  also  served  as  the 
backdrop  for  an  impressive  change- 
of-command  ceremony  in  which  Captain 
J.H.  Mauldin,  USN,  turned  over  command 
of  USS  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER  to 
Captain  Edward  W.  Clexton,  Jr.,  USN. 
Captain  Clexton  was  the  first  Executive 
Officer  of  IKE  during  her  pre- 
commissioning,  two  years  of  construction, 
outfitting  and  training,  and  for  a  year  of 
operational  employment. 


Returning  to  Naval  Station,  Nor- 
folk, Virginia,  in  late  July,  IKE  got  ready 
to  participate  in  the  largest  NATO  joint 
sea  exercise  the  world  had  seen  in  25 
years  of  maritime  history.  Soon,  Magic 
Sword  -  Ocean  Venture  -  Ocean  Safari 
became  synonomous  with  USS 
DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER.  During 
these  NATO  exercises,  IKE  made  visits 
to  Lisbon,  Portugal  and  Portsmouth, 
England,  where  her  impressive  size 
and  well-mannered  crew  acted  as  true 
ambassadors  of  the  Navy,  the  United 
States,  and  her  people  on  foreign 
shores. 

IKE  again  returned  home  to 
Norfolk,  Virginia,  and  her  families, 
proud  of  the  participation  and  recogni- 
tion. After  nearly  a  month  in  home  port, 
IKE  set  out  for  another  great  test  - 
Operational  Readiness  Exercises  in  the 
Caribbean.  During  this  short  deploy- 
ment, USS  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER 
again  distinguished  herself  by  repeated 
successful  planned  exercises  with  the 
USS  JOHN  F.  KENNEDY  (CV  67). 
Two-carrier  operations  became  the 
plan  of  the  day  and  IKE  again  proved 
the  great  reliability  of  the  aircraft  carrier 
and  Air  Wing. 


Following  an  enjoyable  port  visit  in 
Bridgetown  Barbados.  IKE  and  CVW-7 
completed  the  Operational  Readiness 
Exercise.  IKE  again  returned  to  Nor- 
folk, Virginia,  in  time  for  an  appreciated 
holiday  period  and  to  get  ready  for  yet 
another  challenge  -  Deployment  to  the 
Mediterranean  in  support  of  SIXTH 
Fleet  Operations. 

During  1981  USS  DWIGHT  D. 
EISENHOWER  continued  to  distinguish 
herself  as  the  greatest  aircraft  carrier 
in  history  by  earning  the  coveted 
COMNAVAIRLANT  "Battle  E  for  the 
third  consecutive  year.  Additionally,  the 
following  departments  in  IKE  won 
awards  for  excellence  in  their  respec- 
tive fields;  Operations  (Green  E). 
Engineering  (Red  E),  Weapons  (Black 
W),  Supply  (Blue  E),  Damage  Control 
(Red  DC),  and  Deck  (Seamanship 
Insignia). 

On  January  5,  1982,  IKE  along  with 
CVW-7,  departed  Norfolk  for  her 
second  six  month  deployment  to  the 
Mediterranean.  IKE  relieved  USS 
NIMITZ  and  became  the  flagship  for 
Rear  Admiral  James  E.  Service. 
Commander  Task  Force  Sixty.  Follow- 
ing a  month  of  operational  exercises  at 
sea,  IKE  anchored  in  the  Bay  of  Naples 
for  twelve  days  of  crew  liberty.  The  ship 
next  visited  Tangier,  Morocco  for  four 
days  of  sightseeing  and  crew  liberty 
following  nine  days  of  operational 
exercises. 

IKE's  next  port  visit  was  to  Haifa, 
Israel,  where  IKE  crewmen  traveled  to 
the  inspiring  cities  of  Nazareth,  Beth- 
lehem, and  Jerusalem. 

Athens,  Greece  provided  a  pictur- 
esque seven  day  port  call  in  March. 

Tragedy  struck  IKE  and  all  were 
effected  when  on  April  4,  the  wreckage 
of  "Mamie ".  IKE's  C-1A  logistics 
aircraft  was  located  on  a  mountainside 
near  Souda  Bay,  Crete  1 1  IKE 
passengers  and  crewmen  perished. 


Following  a  visit  to  Alexandria. 
Egypt  and  her  second  visit  to  Naples. 
IKE  joined  in  to  participate  in  the 
multinational  NATO  Exercise.  Distant 
Drum  .  The  exercise,  provided  training 
for  naval,  amphibious,  and  land  based 
air  forces,  placing  heavy  emphasis  on 
sea  control.  Once  again  the  men  and 
officers  of  IKE  and  embarked  Airwing 
SEVEN  proved  their  great  mission 
capability  and  high  state  of  readiness. 

Following  a  final  visit  in  Naples. 
IKE  became  the  first  nuclear  powered 
warship  to  call  on  the  tiny  principality 
of  Monaco.  It  was  here  that  crewmen 
were  treated  to  the  beaches  of  Monaco 
and  near-by  Cannes  and  Nice.  France. 

IKE's  final  deployment  port  call 
was  at  the  island  of  Palma.  Spam. 


CHANGE  OF

Edward  W.    Clexton,  Jr. 
Captain,  U.S.   Navy 

Commanding  Officer 


Capt.  E.W.  Clexton,  Jr.,  a  native  of 
Arlington,  Va.,  enlisted  in  the  Navy  in 
January,  1955,  at  NARTU,  Anacostia, 
D.C. 

In  June,  1956  he  entered  the  U.S. 
Naval  Academy  and  graduated  with  the 
class  of  1960. 

After  flight  training  in  Florida  and 
Texas,  he  reported  to  NAS  Miramar, 
Calif.,  where  he  joined  Fighter  Squadron 
Fifty-Three  (VF-53)  and  after  the  squa- 
dron was  redesignated  Fighter  Squadron 
One  Forty  Three  (VF-143),  made  two 
cruises  to  the  Western  Pacific  aboard  the 
USS  CONSTELLATION  (CV  64).  During 
the  second  cruise  he  participated  in  the 
initial  retaliatory  strikes  against  North 
Vietnam  following  the  harassment  of  U.S. 
destroyers  in  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  in 
August,  1964. 


He  attended  the  Naval  Test  Pilot 
School  at  NAS  Patuxent  River,  Md.,  in 
1965  where  he  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Navy  League  award  as  the  outstanding 
member  of  his  class.  He  was  then 
assigned  to  The  Flying  Qualities  and 
Performance  Branch  of  the  Flight  Test 
Division.  His  major  projects  were  as  Navy 
Preliminary  Evaluation  Team  Leader  for 
the  F4K  and  F4M  Phantom  aircraft  for  the 
United  Kingdom  and  project  pilot  for  joint 
USN/USAF  F4  spin  tests.  In  1968  he  was 
accepted  as  a  Member  of  the  Society  of 
Experimental  Test  Pilots. 

After  refresher  training  again  at  NAS 
Miramar,  he  joined  Fighter  Squadron  One 
Hundred  Fourteen  (VF-114)  in  December, 
1968.  He  made  two  deployments  with 
VF-114  to  Southeast  Asia  aboard  USS 
KITTY  HAWK  (CV  63),  accumulating  over 


200  combat  missions. 

He  then  reported  to  Fighter  Squa- 
dron One  Hundred  Forty  Two  (VF  142)  at 
NAS  Oceana,  Va.,  as  Executive  Officer 
and  made  a  deployment  to  the  North 
Atlantic  and  Mediterranean  Sea  aboard 
USS  INDEPENDENCE  (CV  62).  He 
became  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
Fighting  Diamondbacks  in  June,  1972 
and  deployed  again  to  the  Mediterranean 
before  his  transfer  in  November.  1973. 

After  attending  Nuclear  Power 
School  in  1974  he  reported  to  the  Dwight 
D.  Eisenhower  Precommissioning  Unit  as 
Executive  Officer  in  October,  1975.  After 
two  years  of  construction,  outfitting,  and 
training,  IKE  was  commissioned  in 
October,  1977  and  Captain  Clexton 
remained  as  Executive  Officer  for  the  first 
year  of  operational  deployment. 

He  assumed  command  of  USS  EL 
PASO  (LKA  117)  in  April,  1979  during  an 
extended  overhaul  at  Sunship,  Chester, 
Pa.  After  sea  trials  in  October,  1979.  EL 
PASO  underwent  a  series  of  predeploy- 
ment  inspections,  refresher  training  and 
fleet  amphibious  exercises  before  he  was 
transferred  in  August,  1980. 

Capt.  Clexton  assumed  Command  of 
USS  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER  on  3 
July,  1981. 

His  decorations  include  the  Meritor- 
ious Service  Medal,  twelve  Air  Medals, 
three  Navy  Commendation  Medals  with 
Combat  "V ",  two  Navy  Unit  Commenda- 
tions, two  Armed  Forces  Expeditionary 
Medals,  the  National  Defense  Service 
Medal,  the  Vietnamese  Unit  Commenda- 
tion and  Republic  of  Vietnam  Campaign 
Medal. 

Captain  Clexton  is  married  to  the 
former  Barbara  Ann  Wright  of  Arlington. 
They  and  their  five  children.  Eric.  Zita. 
Eddie,  Lisa,  and  David  reside  m  Hamp- 
ton. Va. 


George  D.  O'Brien,  Jr, 
Captain,  U.S.   Navy 

Executive  Officer 


Captain  George  D.  O'Brien,  Jr. 
entered  the  Naval  Academy  in  July  1956 
and  was  commissioned  in  June  1960.  He 
reported  immediately  to  flight  training, 
and  received  his  wings  in  November 
1961. 

After  completion  of  training  in  the  P-2 
aircraft,  he  reported  to  Patrol  Squadron 
SIXTEEN  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.  During 
this  tour  he  completed  deployments  to 
Iceland,  Bermuda  and  Cape  Town,  South 
Africa,  and  qualified  as  Patrol  Plane 
Commander  in  the  P-2  and  P-3A  aircraft. 

In  December  1965  Captain  O'Brien 
reported  to  the  Naval  Postgraduate 
School,  Monterey,  California,  where  in 
June  1970,  he  received  a  PHD  in 
Aeronautical  Engineering.  He  is  a  SIGMA 
XI. 

After  graduation  he  reported  to 
Training  Squadron  TWENTY  THREE  for 
jet  transition  training,  in  the  A-6  aircraft 
in  Attack  Squadron  FORTY  TWO.  In 
August  1971  he  reported  to  Attack 
Squadron  THIRTY  FOUR  where  he 
served  as  Operations  Officer  and  Aircraft 
Maintenance  Officer,  completing  two 
Mediterranean  deployments  on  USS 
JOHN  F.  KENNEDY  (CV  67). 

In  December  1973  Captain  O'Brien 
was  assigned  to  Air  Test  and  Evaluation 
Squadron  FIVE  (VX-5),  as  A-6  Projects 
coordinator  and  Projects  Officer  for 
RABVAL,  a  joint  Navy/Air  Force  evalua- 
tion involving  the  F-111E  and  A-6E 
aircraft.  In  September  1974  he  reported 
for  duty  as  Readiness  Officer  for 
Commander  Medium  Attack  Wing  ONE. 

In  December  1975  Captain  O'Brien 
was  assigned  as  Executive  Officer,  and 
later  Commanding  Officer  of  Attack 
Squadron  THIRTY  FIVE,  embarked  on 
USS  NIMITZ  (CVN  68).  In  July  1978  he 
reported  to  the  Naval  Air  Systems 
Command  as  Deputy  Program  Manager 
for  the  A-6  Aircraft. 

Captain  O'Brien  reported  to  USS 
DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER  (CVN  69)  in 
September  1980  after  completion  of 
Nuclear  Power  Training.  He  resides  in 
Virginia  Beach,  Virginia  with  his  wife  Elise 
and  their  children  George,  Caroline, 
Kevin  and  Roseleen.

Rear  Admiral,  U.S.

Rear  Admiral  Jerry  0.  Tuttle  a  native 
of  Hatfield,  Indiana  enlisted  in  the  Navy 
in  March  1955.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  was 
selected  for  the  Naval  Aviation  Cadet 
(NAVCAD)  Program.  He  reported  to 
Pensacola,  Florida,  in  July  1955,  and  was 
designated  a  Naval  Aviator  upon  comple- 
tion of  flight  training  in  October  1956. 

Assignments  in  his  career  include: 
Staff  of  Commander  Naval  Air  Force. 
U.S.  Atlantic  Fleet;  Executive  Officer. 
Attack  Squadrons  ONE  HUNDRED 
SEVENTY-FOUR  (VA-174)  and  EIGHTY- 
ONE  (VA-81);  Aide  and  Flag  Lieutenant  to 
Commander  in  Chief,  U.S.  Pacific  Fleet: 
Attack  Squadrons  FORTY-FOUR  (VA-44). 
FIFTEEN  (VA-15),  and  ONE  HUNDRED 
TWELVE  (VA-112):  Fighter  Squadron 
ONE  HUNDRED  TWELVE  (VF-112);  and 
Office  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations. 
He  has  commanded  Attack  Squadron 
EIGHTY-ONE  (VA-81),  Carrier  Air  Wing 
THREE,  USS  KALAMAZOO  (AOR-6),  and 
USS  JOHN  F.  KENNEDY  (CV-67).  He  was 
assigned  as  Special  Assistant  to  the 
Chief  of  Naval  Operations  and  as  Vice 
Deputy  Director  for  Intelligence  and 
External  Affairs  at  the  Defense  Intel- 
ligence Agency  prior  to  assuming 
command  as  Commander  Carrier  Group 
EIGHT  in  June,  1981. 

He  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  Communications  Engineering 
from  the  Naval  Postgraduate  School  in 
1963,  where  he  attended  the  under- 
graduate and  postgraduate  schools 
simultaneously.  In  1968.  he  attended  the 
Naval  War  College  at  Newport,  Rhode 
Island.  He  received  his  Masters  Degree 
in  International  Relations  from  George 
Washington  University,  and  graduated 
from  the  Command  and  Staff  School, 
with  honors,  m  July,  1969 

He  has  been  awarded  the  Legion  of 
Merit,  two  Distinguished  Flying  Crosses. 
two  Meritorious  Service  Medals,  23  Air 
Medals  (18  strike  flight  and  five  individual 
awards),  four  Navy  Commendation 
Medals  and  various  other  campaign 
medals  He  flew  210  combat  missions 
over  North  Vietnam  and  has  made  over 
1,000  arrested  carrier  landings  He  was 
the  recipient  of  the  1978  Navy  League  s 
John  Paul  Jones  Award  for  inspirational 
leadership 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Barbara 
Bonifay  of  Pensacola.  Florida  They  have 
five  children.

Rear  Admiral  James  E.  Service  was 
born  in  Grosse  Point,  Michigan,  and  lived 
throughout  the  midwest  before  graduat- 
ing from  high  school  in  Abington, 
Pennsylvania  in  1949.  He  joined  the  U.S. 
Navy  as  a  Naval  Aviation  Cadet  (NAV- 
CAD)  shortly  after  the  start  of  the  Korean 
War  while  attending  Pennsylvania  State 
University. 

Upon  completion  of  flight  training  in 
April,  1952,  he  was  commissioned  an 
Ensign  and  ordered  to  Fighter  Squadron 
FIFTY  ONE  via  the  Navy  Jet  Training 
Unit.  Upon  joining  the  squadron  at  NAS 
Miramar,  California,  he  deployed  in  USS 
VALLEY  FORGE  to  the  Korean  theater 
where  he  flew  more  than  65  combat 
missions.  As  a  Lieutenant  (JG)  he  next 
served  as  an  instructor  pilot  in  the  All 
Weather  Flight  School  at  Corpus  Christi, 
Texas.  In  1957,  he  joined  Attack 
Squadron  ONE  FIFTY  ONE,  and  was 
designated  a  Special  Weapons  Delivery 
Pilot.  Following  a  deployment  to  the 
Western  Pacific,  he  reported  to  USS 
TICONDEROGA  (CVA  14)  as  a  Catapul- 
t/Arresting Gear  Officer  in  1959. 

From  1961  to  1963,  Lieutenant 
Commander  Service  served  as  Senior 
Project  Test  Pilot  at  NATF  Lakehurst, 
New  Jersey,  engaged  in  experimental 
work  on  land  based  catapults  and 
arresting  gear.  He  then  attended  U.S. 
Naval  Postgraduate  School,  Monterey, 
Calif.,  receiving  a  Baccalaureate  Degree 
in  Political  Science.  He  was  ordered  to 
Heavy  Photographic  Squadron  SIXTY 
ONE  where  he  flew  more  than  70  RA3B 
reconnaissance  and  mapping  combat 
flights  in  the  Vietnam  conflict.  He  then 
reported  to  USS  RANGER  in  the  Tonkin 
Gulf  and  continued  his  participation  in 
combat  operations.  He  next  underwent 
refresher  training  in  the  A-3  Skywarrior 
and  took  command  of  Heavy  Attack 
Squadron  ONE  TWO  THREE.  He  was 
then  ordered  to  the  USS  INDEPEN- 
DENCE (CV  62)  as  Executive  Officer  until 
May  of  1972.  Next,  he  attended  the  U.S. 


Army  War  College  in  Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania,  engaging  in  postgraduate 
level  training  in  Defense  Management. 
During  this  period  he  also  earned  a 
Master  of  Science  Degree  in  Communica- 
tions from  Shippensburg  State  College. 
After  promotion  to  Captain,  he 
commanded  the  Fast  Combat  Support 
Ship,  USS  SACRAMENTO  (AOE  1).  Upon 
completing  a  deployment  to  the  Western 
Pacific,  he  reported  for  duty  aboard  the 
USS  INDEPENDENCE  (CV  62)  and 
served  as  commanding  officer  for  more 
than  22  months.  He  was  then  assigned 
to  Washington,  D.C.,  as  Executive 
Assistant  to  the  Vice  Chief  of  Naval 
Operations  (VCNO).  During  this  assign- 
ment, he  was  selected  for  promotion  to 
flag  rank  and  reassigned  as  Director, 
Aviation  Manpower  and  Training  on  the 


staff  of  Deputy  Chief  of  Naval  Operations 
for  Air  Warfare. 

Rear  Admiral  Service  assumed 
command  of  Carrier  Group  EIGHT  in 
May,  1980.  He  assumed  his  present 
position  as  Commander,  Battle  Force 
Sixth  Fleet  in  June,  1981,  and  broke  his 
flag  in  aboard  USS  FORRESTAL  (CV  59). 
He  shifted  his  flag  to  USS  NIMITZ  (CVN 
68)  in  early  August,  1981  and  then  to  USS 
EISENHOWER  (CVN  69)  in  January, 
1982.  His  personal  decorations  include 
the  Legion  of  Merit  (2),  Bronze  Star,  Air 
Medal  (7),  and  Navy  Commendation 
Medal.

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The  Special  Services  Office,  with 
the  help  of  St.  Thomas'  USO  and  Navy 
League  organizations,  provided  dis- 
count tours  to  just  about  anywhere  in 
the  Virgin  Islands. 
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On  the  20th  of  August,  1981.  40  to  60  ships  got  underway  from 
various  east  coast  ports  to  participate  in  the  largest  exercise  involving 
the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  (NATO)  in  25  years. 

The  main  element  of  this  force  consisted  of  the  IKE  battle  group, 
which  left  Chesapeake  Bay.  Va..  early  that  morning  consisting  of  ten 
United  States  and  United  Kingdom  warships. 

The  exercise,  broken  down  into  four  stages;  Ocean  Venture  Phase 
Four,  Magic  Sword  North.  Magic  Sword  South  and  Ocean  Safari, 
proposed  to  increase  the  readiness  and  fighting  camaraderie  of  the 
combined  NATO  force.  Besides  the  U.S.  and  U.K.  element,  naval  and  air 
forces  from  Canada,  West  Germany,  Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  France 
and  Portugal  participated  In  the  operation  -  along  with  several  non-NATO 
countries. 

Rear  Admiral  Jerry  0.  Tuttle,  Commander  of  Carrier  Group  Eight,  led 
the  operation  of  the  IKE  battle  group,  imagmanly  called  Task  Force  401. 

Ocean  Venture  Phase  Four  began  the  simulated  war  between  the  joint 
navies.  In  it  IKE's  battle  group  opposed  Canadian  and  Coast  Guard  forces 
positioned  in  the  North  Atlantic  Ocean.  After  disposing  of  that  threat,  IKE 
and  the  conventional  aircraft  carrier  USS  FORRESTAL  conducted  a  carrier 
vs  carrier  war  in  which  both  ships  exerted  all  warfare  areas;  including 
anti-air.  anti-submarine  and  anti-surtace.  On  completion  of  that  phase, 
both  carriers  and  their  battle  groups  merged  and  proceeded  north  towards 
the  Norwegian  Sea. 

After  successfully  evading  and  destroying  nine  simulated  enemy 
submarines  and  numerous  F-4  Phantom  fighters  launched  from  bases  in 
Scotland  and  Iceland.  Magic  Sword  North  Commenced. 

During  this  phase,  IKE's  Carrier  Airwmg  Seven  aircraft  launched 
penetrating  air  strikes  into  Norway  to  support  allied  land  forces  stationed 
there.  Also  m  Magic  Sword  North  more  than  80  Soviet  Bear  and  Badger 
reconnaissance  aircraft  and  nine  surface  combatants  were  sighted  inside 
IKE's  operational  area.  Seeing  Soviet  planes  and  ships  was  commonplace 
during  the  course  of  the  exercise. 

When  Magic  Sword  North  concluded,  IKE  cruised  into  the  North  Sea 
to  continue  the  multi-national  deployment  and  FORRESTAL  departed  for 
Nortolk,  where  it  would  return  after  spending  more  than  six  months 
deployed  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea. 

Magic  Sword  South  primarily  consisted  of  continued  air  strikes  to 
land  based  targets  in  various  surrounding  countries.  In  both  Magic  Sword 
phases  of  the  exercise,  IKE's  pilots  were  called  upon  extensively  to  fly 
grueling  round  the  clock  schedules. 

Ocean  Safari,  the  last  of  the  four  exercise  phases,  involved  more  than 
19,000  men,  60  ships,  and  280  aircraft.  Its  purpose  was  twofold.  One 
called  for  IKE's  airwmg  and  escort  ships  to  defend  a  group  of  convoy 
ships  running  north  and  south  along  the  coast  of  Portugal.  Those  ships 
were  protected  against  surface,  sub-surface  and  air  threats  from  NATO 
forces  simulated  as  the  enemy. 

The  second  purpose  called  for  IKE's  aircraft  to  conduct  strike 
operations  in  the  southwest  corner  of  West  Germany. 

The  NATO  deployment  ended  September  18th  with  a  port-of-call  to 
Lisbon,  Portugal.  Besides  the  overall  excellent  outcome  of  this  exercise, 
IKE  proved  the  awesome  potential  and  power  of  the  nuclear  powered 
aircraft  carrier;  the  long  range  of  her  airplanes,  the  long  range  of  her 
defense  against  aircraft,  and  the  ability  to  evade  and  destroy  submarines. 
Through  the  entire  exercise  IKE  was  the  target  of  numerous  submarine 
and  aircraft  attacks,  but  managed  -  with  the  help  of  her  escort  ships  - 
to  leave  a  simulated  war  virtually  unscathed.

IKE'S  NATO  deployment  ended  Sep- 
tember 18th  with  a  port-of-call  at  Lisbon, 
Portugal. 

Lisbon,  the  capitol  of  Portugal,  is  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  river  Tagus  near  its 
sntrance  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  The 
population  is  approximately  2  million.  It  is 
the  westernmost  European  capitol  and  is 
built  up  on  the  sides  of  a  range  of  low  hills. 
It  faces  Tagus,  and  the  view  from  the  river 
Df  it's  colorful  houses,  numerous  parks  and 
gardens,  rivals  the  beauty  of  Naples  and 
stanbul. 

The  name  Lisbon  is  allegedly  an 
altered  form  of  the  ancient  name  Olisipo, 
jnder  the  influence  of  a  mythical  story  of 
a  city  founded  by  Odysseus  (Ulysses)  in 
beria.  Under  the  Romans,  the  former 
3hoenician  settlement  became  important. 
Julius  Caesar  made  the  place  a  municipality 
about  60  B.C.  It  became  the  capitol  of 
3ortugal  in  1256.  Some  of  the  main  sea 
/oyages  of  discovery  originated  fromi 
Jsbon  —  Vasco  Da  Gama,  who  opened  \ 
he  lucrative  trade  route  to  India  in  1497-98, 
Mvares  Cabral,  who  discovered  Brazil  in 
1 500,  etc.  The  shock  of  a  disastrous 
jarthquake  felt  from  Scotland  to  Asia  Minor 
n  1755  instantaneously  destroyed  the 
own.

The  harbor  affords  ample  accommodation  for  the 
largest  warships.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  natural  harbors 
in  the  world,  and,  being  the  chief  naval  port  of  the  kingdom, 
is  under  the  command  of  the  Commander  in  Chief.  The 
Naval  Station  and  arsenal  is  an  aggregate  of  four  towns, 
Portsmouth,  Portsea,  Landport,  and  Southsea,  and 
occupies  the  southwestern  part  of  Portsea  Island. 

Nelson's  famous  flagship,  HMS  VICTORY,  aboard 
which  he  died  at  Trafalgar  in  1805,  is  maintained  at 
Portsmouth.  She  is  still  carried  on  the  list  of  strength  of 
the  Royal  Navy. 
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BARBADOS 


IKE  became  a  visual  attraction  and 
topic  of  conversation  when  it  anchored 
a  mile  off  the  island  of  Barbados. 
November  12th  through  15th  of  1981. 
following  a  16  day  operational  readi- 
ness exercise. 

On  IKE's  first  in  Barbados,  a  flotilla 
of  boats  surrounded  the  ship  as 
hundreds  of  eager  Barbadians  and 
tourists  paid  one  dollar  to  get  a  closer 
look  at  the  largest  warship  to  ever  visit 
the  island.  And,  over  the  following  three 
days  IKE  was  in  port,  large  crowds  of 
people,  carrying  passes,  waited  in  lines 
along  the  wharf  in  the  capitol  city  of 
Bridgetown  to  come  aboard  IKE. 

IKE's  presence  made  front  page 
news  on  the  island  before  and  during 
its  brief  visit.  Photographs  of  the  ship 
anchored  in  Carlisle  Bay,  in  clear  view 
from  the  coastline,  and  of  IKE's  airwing 
flying  in  formation  over  Barbados  were 
printed  daily  in  the  island's  two  major 
newspapers. 
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Nearly  one  hundred  years  ago. 
Walt  Whitman  said:  "Behold,  I  do  not 
give  lectures  or  a  little  charity,  when  I 
give,  I  give  myself".  So  it  was  for  26 
IKE  crewmen  who  restored  the  beauty 
of  a  "run  down,  shoddy  looking  day 
care  center  in  Barbados,  November 
13th,  1981. 

The  crewmen,  who  gave  up  a  day  s 
liberty  to  paint,  clean  and  repair  the 
poorly  maintenanced  building  located  in 
the  Christ  Church  section  of  the  island 
did  so  of  their  own  free  will.  Cdr. 
Edward  J.  Kelly,  IKE's  Catholic  cha- 
plain was  coordinator  of  the  event. 

IKE  was  asked  by  the  U.S. 
Embassy  in  Barbados  if  it  could  supply 
enough  crewmen  to  paint  the  day  care 
center. 

In  the  end,  over  ninety  people 
offered  to  help  paint  the  building. 

At  0900,  on  IKE's  second  day  in 
port,  26  crewmen  packed  into  a  bus 
provided  by  the  Barbadian  police 
department,  and  drove  to  an  econ- 
omically depressed  area  where  the  day 
care  center  was  located. 

As  the  day  passed  and  the  work 
progressed,  the  Bajan  women  who 
worked  at  the  day  care  center,  fed  the 
crewmen  some  of  their  island  recipes 
while  a  few  neighbors  opened  a  nearby 
store  so  the  crewmen  could  buy  cold 
drinks. 

By  late  afternoon,  when  they 
finished,  the  day  care  center  looked  like 
new.  Not  only  was  the  building's  whole 
exterior  painted,  but  the  grounds 
around  it  were  cleared  of  shrubs  and 
high  weeds  and  the  trash  inside  was 
picked  up  and  packed. 
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to*ee  an  unforgettable  spectacle:  six 
nuclear  powered  U.S.  warships  sitting 
in  their  city's  harbor. 

The  warships:  IKE  and  her  si.<iter 
ship  the  USS  NIMITZ  and  cruiser 
VIRGINIA,    U9S\SQiiIH    CAROLINA, 
USS   MISSISSIPPI    and    U96*T 
were  in  the  harbor  for  one  reas< 
shifting  of  the  flag. 


In  a  brief  ceremony  on  the  flight 
deck  that  morning,  IKE  became  the 
flagship  for  the  Commander  of  the 
'"nrrier  Striking  Force  in  the  Sixth  Fleet, 
■ar  Admiral  James  E.  Service. 
RADM  Service  shifted  hTs  TTaTJ'from 
USS  NIMITZ,  where  he  had  been 
assigned  since  August,  to  command

NAPLES 


With  a  total  of  four  port  visits  to  Naples,  Italy, 
during  the  six  month  Med  deployment,  Naples  became 
IKE's  "Home  away  from  Home".  Only  minutes  away 
is  Mt.  Vesuvius  with  the  ancient  city  of  Pompeii  at  its 
foot.  The  islands  of  Capri  and  Ischia,  famous  for  scenic 
splendor  and  bikini  clad  European  beauties,  lie  18  miles 
off  the  coast.  The  Neopolitans  themselves  welcome 
visitors  with  a  blend  of  Old  World  charm  and  hard-sell 
enterprise.  The  enjoyable  tours  arranged  by  Special 
Services  made  this  port  a  most  memorable  experience. 
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The  actor  who  starred  in  such 
memorable  films  as  "Harvey",  "Mr.  Smith 
goes  to  Washington",  "The  Philadelphia 
Story",  "Vertigo",  and  "The  Man  Who  Shot 
Liberty  Valance",  visited  IKE  on  May  21. 

Jimmy  Stewart,  a  retired  reserve  major 
general  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force,  came  aboard 
IKE  for  a  three  hour  familiarization  of  the 
ship  while  it  was  anchored  in  Naples.  The 
winner  of  numerous  acting  awards  and  the 
veteran  of  58  films,  Jimmy  Stewart  said  he 
was  "impressed"  and  "fascinated"  by  IKE.

A  few  miles  south  of  Jerusalem, 
nestling  in  the  Judean  hills,  lies  the  little 
town  of  Bethlehem.  The  name  of  the 
town  means  'House  of  Bread'  sugges- 
tive of  the  fertile  valleys  and  rich  olive 
groves  that  surround  the  town.  To  the 
east  lies  the  Wilderness  of  Judah  falling 
down  to  the  Dead  Sea. 

Bethlehem  was  already  a  well- 
known  city  in  biblical  times.  It  was  here 
that  Rachel  the  Matriarch  died:  "And 
Rachel  died  and  was  buried  in  the  way 
to  Ephrath  which  is  Bethlehem.  And 
Jacob  set  a  pillar  upon  her  grave;  that 
is  the  pillar  of  Rachel's  grave  unto  this 
day." 

The  town  has  had  a  chequered 
history.  In  the  past  2,000  years  it  has 
changed  hands  many  times  -  yet 
despite  the  many  centuries  of  frequent 
hostile  non-Christian  rule,  Christians 
have  steadfastly  clung  to  Bethlehem 
throughout  the  ages. 
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JERUSALEM 


Jerusalem,  capitol  city  of  Israel 
is  the  highlight  of  any  visit  to  the 
country  of  Israel.  For  the  thousands 
of  visitors  who  tread  its  streets 
each  year,  Jerusalem  has  a  power 
and  a  dignity  all  its  own.  Since  the 
days  when  King  David  made  the 
city  his  royal  capitol  some  three 
thousand  years  ago,  Jerusalem  has 
held  a  central  place  in  the  stirring 
history  of  this  land.  It  was  here, 
high  on  the  Judean  Hills,  that  King 
Solomon  built  his  Temple.  Babylon- 
ians, Persians,  Greeks,  Romans, 
Moslems,  Crusaders  and  Turks, 
each  in  turn  fought  for  and 
conquered  the  enduring  city. 
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GREECE 


Along  with  Haifa,  Athens.  Greece 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  best  port  visits  of 
the  Mediterranean  Cruise.  IKE  crewmen 
found  the  country  exciting  with  ample 
opportunities  to  tour  through  much  of  the 
region  of  southern  Greece.  Tours  provided 
by  IKE's  Special  Services  Office  included 
Athens.  Corinth.  Delphi,  Piraeus*  and 
Mycenae.  A  three  island  boat  tour  took  in 
the  sights  of  the  islands  of  Hydra,  Aegina, 
and  Poros. 

The  sights  of  Athens  itself  included 
The  Acropolis.  The  Monument  of  Philopap- 
pus,  The  Ancient  Agora,  The  Roman 
Market,  Temple  of  Olympian  Zeus.  Sintag- 
ma  Square,  and  the  popular  Plaka  which  is 
the  oldest  and  most  picturesque  quarter  in 
the  city. 

When  in  Greece,  it's  easy  to  feel 
Greek.  A  friendly  atmosphere  exists 
between  visitors  and  natives.  It's  a  feeling 
you  can  take  with  you  and  appreciated  a 
lifetime. 
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The  Acropolis  -  with  traces  of  habitation  in  the  Neolithic 
Age,  the  rock  of  Acropolis  found  itself  in  Myceanaean  times 
fortified  with  cyclopean  walls  for  the  protection  of  the  ruler  at 
the  time. 

It  was  transformed  in  the  early  historical  period  into  a 
sanctuary  of  religious  worship  and,  by  the  middle  of  the  5th 
century  B.C.  it  became  the  pedestal  for  the  unmatched  artistic

Alexandria  is  the  main  port  of  entry  to 
Egypt  for  people  from  throughout  the  Medi- 
terranean and  the  world.

EISENHOWER 
crewmen  found  the  hotels  provided  lively 
nightlife  with  floor  shows  featuring  exotic  and 
oriental  dancers. 

Special  Services' again  provided  guided 
tours  to  Cairo  and  nearby  Giza  where  the  Great 
Pyramids  and  the  Sphinx  still  awe  the  visitors. 
A  few' traveled  further  down  the  Nile  to  the 
Valley  ftLthe  Kings  where  the  tombs  of  many 
EgyprTan  l&araohs  are  found  near  their  ancient

At  sea  or  in  port,  around  the  clock,  the  men  of  CR  and  CS 
Divisions  ensure  IKE's  "voice  of  command"  is  heard  loud  and 
clear.  The  men  of  CR  Division,  using  various  equipment  and  circuits 
process  over  1500  messages  daily  to  support  a  floating  city  of 
6,000  people.  They  also  provide  the  services  which  enable  their 
shipmates  to  send  and  receive  personal  telegrams  while  IKE  is 
underway  or  from  homeport.  The  men  of  CS  Division  provide 
reliable,  secure,  and  rapid  communications  at  the  speed  of  light. 
During  periods  of  radio  silence,  flag  hoist,  semaphore,  and  flashing 
light  are  the  primary  methods  of  sending  and  receiving  tactical  and 
maneuvering  information  when  steaming  in  company  with  other 
ships.  They  provide  the  OOD  with  visual  identification  and  position 
of  other  ships  around  IKE.  During  in  port  visits  when  visitors  are 
aboard  or  for  official  ceremonies  on  IKE  the  signalmen  contribute 
to  the  event  by  hanging  the  colorful  signal  flags  in  the  hangar  bay 
or  "full-dressing"  the  ship  as  required.

IKE  is  a  small  city  with  over  5,500  inhabitants.  Providing 
the  whole  range  of  health  care  to  this  city  -  from  preventive 
medicine  to  emergency  surgery  -  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Medical  Department.  In  addition,  IKE  provides  back-up  Medical 
support  for  the  rest  of  the  Battle  Group.  The  providers  of  this 
health  care  are  a  highly  trained  and  motivated  team  of 
Physicians  and  Hospital  Corpsmen,  as  well  as  a  Nurse 
Anethetist,  a  Physician  Assistant  and  an  MSC  Administrative 
Officer.  The  people  are  supported  by  well-equipped  facilities 
including  a  67  bed  hospital,  and  intensive  care  unit,  three 
operating  rooms,  an  x-ray  suite,  well-stocked  pharmacy, 
laboratory,  and  physical  therapy  unit.  IKE's  medical  team  is 
always  alert,  ready  to  respond  to  a  medical  emergency, 
whether  it  be  a  single  injured  shipmate  or  multiple  casualties.

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IKE's  Deck  Department  has  been  busy  both  inport  and  underway. 
From  operating  the  Incinerator  24-hours  per  day  to  issuing  paint  for  the 
entire  ship  and  airwing,  Deck  Department  provided  strong  support  to  the 
crew's  efforts  which  kept  IKE  as  the  cleanest,  sharpest-looking  carrier  in 
the  fleet.  Fifth  division's  spray  paint  team  painted  hundreds  of  spaces 
throughout  the  ship  underway  and  preserved  the  sides  regularly  during 
all  inport  periods.  Deck's  underway  replenishment  rig  crews  operated 
cargo  and  fueling  rigs  which  brought  over  thousands  of  pallets  of  bombs 
and  stores  and  over  20  million  gallons  of  JP-5  as  well  as  delivering  fuel 
to  dozens  of  Destroyers  and  Frigates.  Deck's  Bridge  Watch  Teams  manned 
IKE's  critical  ship  control  stations  underway.  Deck  also  manned  several 
key  repair  lockers  and  unit  lockers  at  general  quarters.

The  harnessing  of  steam  power  for  both  ship's  propulsion 
and  the  many  hundreds  of  other  auxiliary  services  is  controlled 
by  the  men  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Supplying  the  ship's  air  conditioning  and  ensuring  proper 
auxiliary  steam  flow  is  the  responsibility  of  the  men  of  A 
Division,  who  also  handle  the  four  emergency  diesel  generators 
and  electro-hydraulic  mechanisms  that  turn  the  ship's  rudders. 
Controlling  over  40  million  watts  of  electrical  power  is  the  task 
of  E-1  Division,  which  maintains  the  ship's  electrical  generators 
while  E-2  Division  handles  where  that  power  is  used,  including 
navigational  lights,  aircraft  elevators  and  alarm  systems.  R 
Division's  hull  technicians  do  welding  jobs,  repair  watertight 
hatches  and  man  the  nucleus  fire  party.  Meanwhile,  M  Division 
operates  and  controls  the  main  engines,  generators  and 
distilling  plants  -  essential  equipment  to  keep  IKE  operational.

The  Operations  Department,  con- 
sisting of  eight  divisions,  is  responsible 
for  the  collection,  analysis,  and  dis- 
semination of  information  and  tactical 
data  that  is  vital  to  the  ship's  mission. 

The  Combat  Information  Center 
tracks  all  air,  surface,  and  subsurface 
contacts,  standing  ready  to  direct  IKE's 
aircraft  and  missile  systems  against  real 
or  simulated  threats  opposing  the  Battle 
Force.  The  Intelligence  Center  supports 
these  operations  by  providing  timely 
information  on  current  military  and 
political  events  as  well  as  briefing  and 


debriefing  all  aircrews.  The  Meteor- 
ological Office  keeps  the  Battle  Force 
informed  of  the  latest  weather  condi- 
tions while  the  Carrier  Air  Traffic  Control 
Center  ensures  the  safety  of  aircraft  in 
the  control  zone  surrounding  IKE.

The  primary  mission  of  the 
Weapons  Department  is  to  provide 
conventional  and  special  ordnance  in 
large  quantities  to  the  flight  deck.  The 
department  is  tasked  with  the  respon- 
sibility for  safe  ordnance  on-load, 
magazine  stowage,  strikeup,  buildup, 
and  rapid,  efficient  ordnance  delivery  to 
the  flight  deck.  Once  on  the  flight  deck, 
airwing  ordnance  personnel  take  over 
the  responsibility  for  loading  ordnance 
on  their  aircraft.  After  the  mission  is 
flown  and  airwing  personnel  download 
unexpended  ordnance,  that  ordnance 
is  returned  to  the  custody  of  the 
Weapons  Department  for  safe  res- 
towage. 

The  Weapons  Department  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  operation  of  the  Basic 
Point  Defense  Missile  System.  This  is 
a  close-in  missile  system  effective 
against  low-flying  aircraft  and  surface 
targets.  The  nerve  center  of  the 
Weapons  Department  is  the  Aviation 
Weapons  Movement  Control  Station. 
AWMCS  coordinates  all  weapons/ord- 
nance activities  throughout  the  ship. 
AWMCS  communicates  with  all  ord- 
nance magazines,  elevators,  the  han- 
gar bay  and  flight  deck. 

The  movement  of  ordnance  within 
the  Weapons  Department  structure 
requires  the  skills,  professionalism,  and 
coordination  of  many  individuals.  G-3 


Division  operates  a  sophisticated 
weapons  elevator  system  capable  of 
delivering  all  types  of  ordnance  from 
the  ordnance  magazines  to  the  hangar 
bay  and  flight  deck.  G-2  Division  is 
responsible  for  the  assembly  and 
handling  of  conventional  bombs,  rock- 
ets, missiles  and  ammunition.  The 
division  delivers  this  ordnance  to  the 
elevators  for  further  movement  to  the 
flight  deck.  G-1  Division  supervises  the 
loading,  arming  and  dearming  of 
aircraft  by  airwing  ordnancemen.  "W" 
Division  is  made  up  of  highly 
specialized  and  trained  technicians 
whose  responsibilities  are  to  safely  and 
properly  maintain,  inspect,  assemble, 
test  and  handle  special  weapons. 

When  deployed  or  during  under- 
way "workups"  and  Explosive  Ord- 
nance Disposal  detachment  is  assigned 
to  the  Weapons  Department.  EOD  is 
responsible  for  and  trained  to  detect, 
identify,  render  safe  and  dispose  of  all 
known  types  of  United  States  and 
foreign  explosive  ordnance.  EOD 
personnel  are  trained  in  all  types  of  U. 
S.  Navy  diving  equipment  and  act  as 
ship's  divers  while  embarked. 

The  Weapons  Department  won  the 
coveted  "Black  W"  as  the  most  battle 
efficient  weapons  Department  in  the 
Atlantic  Fleet  for  the  October  1980- 
December  1981  competitive  cycle.        237

assigned  to  USS  DWIGHT  D.  EISENHOWER  (CVN 
69).  The  IKE/CVW-7  team  has  made  numerous 
deployments,  including  its  maiden  Mediterranean 
voyage,  extended  Indian  Ocean  deployment,  and  this 
second  Mediterranean  cruise.  Carrier  Air  Wing 
SEVEN'S  aircraft,  officers,  and  men  have  faced 
difficult  challenges  with  unqualified  success.

Cannon,  the  "Corsair  II"  is  also  very  capable  of  meeting 
many  air  to  air  threats.  VA  12  is  home  based  at  the  Naval 
Air  Station,  Cecil  Field,  located  near  Jacksonville,  Florida.

During  the  Mediterranean  deploy- 
ment IKE  demonstrated  its  high  level  of 
training  and  its  teamwork  capability 
when  faced  with  two  actual  emergen- 
cies requiring  aircraft  flight  deck 
barricade  arrestments.  The  first  oc- 
curred at  night  and  the  second  during 
daylight  hours.  Two  things  kept  the 
pilots  from  losing  their  positive  attitude 
during  the  incidents;  confidence  in  their 
own  pilot  ability  and  confidence  in  the 


ship's  ability  to  help  bring  them  in. 

It  all  came  down  to  a  team  effort 
from  the  airmen  on  the  flight  deck,  the 
crewmen  in  the  tower,  the  Landing 
Signal  Officer,  and  the  Air  Boss.  In  both 
cases  the  barricade  was  rigged  in  less 
than  two  minutes.

Air  Antisubmarine  Squadron  THIRTY  ONE  gained  the 
notable  distinction  of  being  the  Atlantic  Fleet's  first  VS 
squadron  when  it  attained  its  antisubmarine  designation  one 
year  after  commissioning  at  NAS  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey, 
in  April  1948.  Presently  home  ported  at  Cecil  Field,  Florida, 
the  "TOPCATS"  of  VS-31  have  conducted  flight  operations 
from  the  decks  of  18  aircraft  carriers  before  joining  IKE  as 
part  of  CVW-7.  VS-31  contributed  to  IKE's  air  power 
capability  by  utilizing  the  S-3A  "Viking"  to  search  large  areas 
of  the  ocean  for  detection,  localization  and,  if  necessary, 
destruction  of  enemy  submarines.  Equipped  with  the  latest 
antisubmarine  (ASW)  sensors,  the  S-3A  receives,  analyzes 
and  displays  tactical  ASW  information  on  multi-purpose 
digital  computer  displays  for  interpretation  by  its  crew  of  four. 
During  this  deployment  the  "TOPCATS"  surpassed  both 
eleven  years  and  46,000  hours  of  accident-free  flying.
